National Hispanic University 
reveals “dream” campus 


The impressive Sobrato Hall, named after donor Sobrato Family Foundation, will have a twin-building when the next phase of expansion is completed 


for the National Hispanic University.

When Dr. Roberto Cruz founded the Na- 
tional Hispanic University in 1981, it was 
housed in a two-room building on East 14th 
Street in Oakland. The first admissions in- 
cluded 155 students. Dr. Cruz tirelessly pro- 
moted his “dream” for a quality university 
that would support the unique needs of His- 
panics, women, and other minorities — in- 
cluding older reentry students. He believed 
that, in the historic tradition of Black uni- 
versities that graduate over 50% of the 
nation’s Black professionals; a small, pri- 
vate independent college could make an 
enormous difference in the graduation lev- 


els of Hispanic professionals in education, 
technology, and business. 

Few believed Dr. Cruz” dream could 
ever survive, but admired him for his tenac- 
ity. And voila! Little more than twenty years 
after it's founding; NHU proudly dedicated 
its new 65,000 square-foot building on Fri- 
day, September 17th. The three-story build- 
ing includes classrooms, science and com- 
puter labs, a library and conference center; 
as well as administrative offices - a true 
dream of a campus. 

The Sobrato Hall as the building is 


named for benefactor John Sobrato, is-the»:

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Lideres hispanos critican 
el veto de las licencias 


El sueño de millones de inmigrantes por tener una licencia de conducir 
dejó de existir tras la negativa de su aprobación de la SB 1160 por parte 
del Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger el pasado 22 de septiembre.

Sacramento (EFE) — 
Tras el veto del gobernador Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger a las li- 
cencias de conducir para indo- 
cumentados, el senador Gil Ce- 
dillo anunció que tratará de 
buscar una salida a la crisis en 
la que se cuestiona la falta de 
palabra del gobernador. 

“Pl be back” (volveré), fue 
la respuesta de Cedillo a la ne- 
gativa de Schwarzenegger de 
firmar el pasado 22 de septiem- 
bre la propuesta de ley de licen- 
cias de conducir para indocu- 
mentados. 

“Lo volveré a intentar en la 
próxima legislatura”, dijo el se- 
nador, demócrata por Los Án- 
geles, al tiempo que anunció 
que propondrá un diálogo con 
el gobernador sobre seguridad 
nacional, la razón que Schwar- 
zenegger argumentó para su 
veto. 

“Tenemos paciencia”, indi- 
có Cedillo, quien por cinco años 
ha tratado de conseguir que los 
indocumentados conduzcan en 
California con licencia, si cum- 
plen con las reglas estatales y 
una serie de requisitos como pa- 
sar exámenes de manejo y ad- 
quirir seguros para conductores. 

Pero Nativo López, presi- 


dente de la Hermandad Mexi- 
cana, no ha demostrado la mis- 
ma paciencia del senador. 

“Esto viene a ser como una 
declaración de guerra. La co- 
munidad hispana decidirá ahora 
la manera de responder”, indicó 
López, líder de un boicot eco- 
nómico el año pasado contra 
otro veto del gobernador a una 
ley anterior de licencias para 
indocumentados. 

Aunque López no ha anun- 
ciado un nuevo boicot, dijo que 
consultará con diferentes orga- 
nizaciones la posibilidad de lle- 
var a cabo uno. 

El principal punto de dis- 
cordia entre el gobernador y el 
senador es que Schwarzenegger 
exigió que las licencias que se 
otorgara a los indocumentados 
se distinguieran con un color di- 
ferente y una advertencia a las 
autoridades de que no se podían 
usar como documentos de iden- 
tidad. 

El alcalde de Los Ángeles, 
James Hanh y el concejo de go- 
bierno de ese municipio aproba- 
ron resoluciones que respalda- 
ban la propuesta de las licencias 
para mejorar la seguridad en las 
carreteras.

Hank Rosendin ha entregado 
más de 25 años de su vida la 
comunidad a través de su trabajo 
en la Ciudad de San José y de 
varias asociaciones no lucrativas.

Hank hizo dos años de servicio 
militar en el ejército naval durante 
la Segunda Guerra Mundial, en el 
área médica.

Decenas de estudiantes univer- 
sitarios indocumentados de Cali- 
fornia han comenzado una huelga 
de hambre en protesta por la falta 
de solución a su estatus migra- 
torio. 

Los estudiantes buscan llamar 
la atención del Congreso federal 
para que finalmente apruebe la 
propuesta de ley Dream Act, que 
otorgaría a todo indocumentado 
que asista a la universidad 
residencia legal y una oportunidad 
de recibir ayuda financiera. 

La protesta pacífica también 
tiene como objetivo atraer la 
atención sobre las dificultades que 
cada día este tipo de estudiantes 
enfrentan al tratar estudiar sin 
tener ni siquiera una licencia de 
conducir. 

Tomando sólo agua y con el 
apoyo de otros estudiantes que

Hay fechas que no se olvidan. 

Hay días en los que no importa 
cuántos años hayan pasado. cuando se 
cumple un aniversario más, la memo- 
ria sigue fresca, como si esa fecha 
importante hubiese sido ayer. 

Son fechas especiales como los 
cumpleaños de los hijos. un aniversario 
de matrimonio o el día en que algán 
ser querido terminó su jornada en este 
mundo. 

Para mí, desde el año de 1985, el 
19 de septiembre ha pasado a ser una 
de esas fechas que jamás se borran. La 
Ciudad de México había sido estreme- 
cida hasta sus entrañas por uno de los 
peores sismos de su historia. Eran las 
7:23 de la mañana, cuando millones 
de personas iniciaban su día, un terre- 
moto cambió para siempre la vida de 
- muchos de ellos. Fue un temblor que 
en dolor, se sintió por todo el país y 
cuya intensidad emocional trascendió 
inclusive fronteras. 

Recuerdo que esa mañana estaba 
a punto de iniciar un Seminario sobre 
Sismos, en la Universidad de Santa 
Cruz, en California. Esperaba junto 
con mis compañeros con quienes era 
parte de un “Fellowship en Periodismo 
en la Universidad de Stanford”. a que 
iniciara el evento, por cierto retrazado. 
Se acerca el director del grupo para in-

formarme que la capital mexicana ha- 
bía sido sacudida por un fuertísimo 
temblor que había dejado incomunica- 
da a la ciudad, al derrumbarse la famo- 
sa torre de telecomunicaciones. 

Como es común en estas circuns- 
tancias, no se sabía exactamente los 
particulares de la situación, lo que sí 
se percibía desde la distancia era que 
se trataba de algo sumamente grave. 

Mi forma de calmar esta terrible 
incertidumbre fue entrevistando al Di- 
rector del Departamento de Sismología 
de la universidad que visitábamos. Por 
supuesto que el intentar comunicarse 
vía telefónica con mi familia era perder 
el tiempo. Era mejor rezar para que mi 
familia estuviera bien, para que mis 
hermanos mexicanos no estuvieran tan 
afectados y únicamente confiar en 
Dios. 

Recuerdo cómo, horas después del 
terremoto, el entonces Presidente de 
México. Miguel De La Madrid Hurta- 
do declaró ante la prensa internacional 
de que el país no necesitaba ayuda del 
extranjero. Apenas y daba yo crédito a 
esto. ¿Quién no requiere asistencia an- 
te una tragedia de magnitudes innima- 
ginables?. 

Cosas raras de la vida, no sólo las 
declaraciones del Ejecutivo Federal 
sino que coincidentemente mi papá me 
escribía una carta justo en el momento 
en que se registró el sismo. Él me escri- 
bió: “Chicuyita... está pasando un 
temblorcito... Voy a pararme en el 
marco de la puerta con tu hermana...”. 
Su carta continuó hasta tres días des- 


pués: “Celita... el temblorsito fue un 
terremoto espantoso... Marce y yo nos 
protegimos como pudimos... Hoy lle- 
ga tu mamá de Rusia... no sabe nada... 
irémos por ella y ya verá como está la 
Ciudad”. 

Recuerdo la angustia que reinaba 
entre miles de mexicanos, al norte del 
Río Bravo. 

Aquí en el Área de la Bahía de San 
Francisco, en donde yo estaba al ser 
parte de este programa para periodistas 
de Stanford, los Consulados de México 
en San Francisco y San José no se 
daban abasto atendiendo las llamadas 
de miles de mexicanos tan angustiados 
como yo, porque no podíamos hacer 
nungún tipo de contacto con nuestras 
familias. 

Cuando uno lograba contactar al 
Consulado, nos pedían nuestra infor- 
mación y la ubicación de algún fami- 
liar que quisiéramos contactar. 

Me quedé muy sorprendida cuan- 
do personal de esa institución me llamó 
unos tres días después para decirme 
concretamente que mi familia estaba 
bien... sin duda un excelente trabajo 
considerando el volumen de llamadas 
que aún tenían que responder. 

De nuevo, mi reacción fue respon- 
der de nuevo entrevistando al Cónsul 
Marcelo Vargas, hijo por cierto del 
cantante Pedro Vargas. 

Mi experiencia sin embargo no se 
compara a la de miles de personas que 
perdieron a uno o varios seres queri- 
dos.

House.” and that we all own the keys 
to it. For the last four years, however. 
the Bush White House has been for sale 
to the highest bidder— usually one of 
President Bush's or Vice President 
Cheney’s former colleagues from the 


oil and gas industry. Today we very... 


well could call it the Corporations’ 
House. 

And the best example of this 
change of ownership is Vice President 
Dick Cheney’s Energy Task Force, 
which President Bush appointed only 
days after his inauguration. Although 
supposedly set up to help America 
avoid “catastrophic” energy shortages, 
what really happened was that Cheney 
played Santa Claus to the energy in- 
dustry, climbing down their chimneys 
with a sack full of gifts for corpora- 
tions and tons of coal for the rest of us. 

In spite of Cheney’s staunch ef- 
forts to keep his scheming secret, 
we've learned, through the Freedom of 
Information Act, that the task force’s 
workings were dominated by corporate 
cronyism and the triumph of the high- 
est bidder. 

The energy upon 
Cheney’s request, wrote their letters to 
Santa Clause recommending the adop- 
tion of a long wish list of tax breaks, 


industry, 


subsidies and the elimination of envi- 
ronmental regulations protecting us all. 
This Santa Clause, however, is a very 
peculiar one, because along with the 
letter, he expects a check, the fatter, the 
better. 

Who participated in these secret 
meetings and how much did they pay? 
Here are three examples: 

—Enron, the energy trading com- 
pany that eventually would cause the 
largest corporate bankruptcy in history, 
donated $2.5 million to the Cheney’s 
GOP between 1999 and 2002, and had 
six face-to-face meetings with the vice 
president. The Administration then 
looked the other way while Enron 
made millions from creating the 2002 
California energy crisis that almost 
bankrupted the state. 

— Southern Company, an electric 
utility, donated $1.6 million in the same 
period of time and met seven times 
with the task force. In return, EPA 
dropped eight lawsuits against South- 
ern for violations of the Clean Air Act. 

—The Edison Electric Institute, 
the industry trade association, contrib- 
uted with almost $600,000 and met 14 
times with the Cheney task force. The 
payoff came when the Bush Adminis- 
tration weakened regulations that lim- 
ited emissions of carbon dioxide, mer- 
cury, sulfur dioxide and nitrogen diox- 
ide, all toxic substances. 

These donations turned out to be 
a magnificent investment. 

Environmental groups and the al- 
ternative energy industry, however, 
were almost completely excluded from 
the task force’s workings. The only 
meeting they were part of lasted only 
40 minutes and took place a day after 
the Cheney plan was completed, and 
at the printer. 
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In the midst of this process of the 
oil-like transparency, the Sierra Club 
sued the administration to reveal ex- 
actly who participated in the meetings 
and what was discussed there. The 
White House stonewalled, and the case 
finally reached the Supreme Court. 

But the cronyism continued there. 
After the Court accepted the case, one 
of the justices, Antonin Scalia, was 
caught taking part in a duck-hunting 
party along with his old friend Dick 
Cheney. Scalia even flew to the party 
on Cheney’s Air Force Two. In the face 
of such a huge conflict of interests, 35 
of the nation’s largest newspapers de- 
manded for Scalia to recuse himself 
from the case. 

Scalia refused, and the justices 
eventually returned the case to a lower 
court postponing a final decision until 
after the Nov. 2 election. 

And who foots the bill for all this 
corruption? We all do, especially 
Latinos, the usual victims of environ- 
mental injustices. The Bush adminis- 
tration has already implemented two 
thirds of the task force’s recommenda- 
tions, making our air and water dirtier, 
opening our national forest to oil and 
timber exploitation, and leaving mil- 
lions of acres of wetland unprotected: 

In exchange, the energy industry 
is still opening their gifts, including 
preferential enforcement of the law, 
huge subsidies and outrageous tax cuts 
on the backs of the taxpayers. 

The government is for sale, and in 
the process, our democracy is running 
out of energy.

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Ralse the minimum 
wage to help business

The student aide at my school was all 
excited about the California legislature’s 
recent vote to hike the minimum wage to 
$7.75 an hour in the next two years. 

Unfortunately for the student, it won't 
happen. Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger 
vetoed the bill, believing it would “create 
barriers” to economic development. 

Schwarzenegger’s veto goes back to 
the traditional Republican held belief that 
by boosting wages you increase the cost 
of doing business and damage the eco- 
nomic climate. 

History, of course, points in another 
direction. When the federal minimum wage 
was increased during Bill Clinton's presi- 
dency, Republicans railed against the nega- 
tive effect it would have on the economy, 
particularly its potential impact on small 
businesses. 

None of that happened. Although some 
people may remember Clinton's personal 
weaknesses, virtually no one would try to 
take away his positive influence on the 
economy. More than twenty million jobs 
were created during his presidency. That 
means business must have done pretty 
well, otherwise no one would have been 
hired. Raising the minimum wage did not 
damage the economy; it may have helped 
it. 

President George W. Bush, like other 
Republicans, opposes raising the current 
federal minimum wage of $5.15 an hour. 
Bush’s economic strategy has been to 
lower taxes which benefits the wealthiest 
Americans. If Bush had managed to cre- 
ate any jobs, you can just imagine how the 
GOP would have made sure you heard 
about it. 

Lowering taxes on the wealthy created 
nothing but huge deficits for the country 
and jobs have been lost. Since Bush took 
office there are 1.1 million fewer jobs. If 
giving money to the rich doesn’t help the 
economy, putting it in the pockets of people 
at the bottom of the economic ladder by 
raising the minimum wage, makes sense. 
It would help the more than 15 million 
people who earn the minimum wage, the 
vast majority being women. 

The hike would mean that people 
would have a little more disposable in-

come. In all likelihood they’d spend it all 
on basic necessities and that of course 
would generate economic activity which 
would even benefit small businesses, ex- 
actly those the GOP is trying to “help” by’ 
opposing raising the minimum wage. 

Another concern about a hike in the 
minimum wage is that fewer people would 
be hired. But research by the Economic 
Policy Institute found that in 1996 and 
1997 minimum wage increases did not 
cause job losses. More jobs became avail- 
able. 

Another study by the Jerome Levy 
Economic Institute in 1999 found that the 
increase in the minimum wage did not af- 
fect the hiring decisions of most small busi- 
nesses. 

Raising the minimum wage would not 
only benefit those at the lowest level of 
earning power. It’s quite likely that it might 
also have some impact on others who make 
little above the minimum. People who 
work at Wal-Mart, a significant percent- 
age of whom live at the poverty level or 
slightly higher, might eventually see more 
money in their pockets. 

At the national level, the minimum 
wage has not been increased in eight years. 
Whatever increase occurred eight ago has 
been eaten up by inflation. 

John Kerry, the Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate, wants to increase the fed- 
eral minimum wage to $7.00. Even $7.00 
does not mean you make it out of poverty. 
You need at least $9.00 an hour to move 
beyond the poverty line, according to the 
Poverty & Health Insurance Report of the 
2003 U.S. Census. 

Although Arnold Schwarzenegger is’ 
officially a Republican, true conservatives 
often show doubts about California’s gov- 
ernor being a fully-fledged member of the. 
GOP. The recently-passed California state 
budget occurred because of the support of 
the Democratic-controlled legislature with: 
only a handful of Republican legislators 
voting for its approval. ; 

Given Schwarzenegger’s weak GOP’ 
credentials, he had little choice to veto the! 
bill to raise the minimum wage in Califor-' 
nia. As usual, Republicans worry about the, 
big corporations rather than workers. The: 
sad thing is that by raising the minimum: 
wage, even corporations would have prof- 
ited because all the “extra” money earned: 
by workers would be gone back in the:

Washington (EFE) — Una 
comisión especial reveló que si 
los hispanos, negros y nativos 
estadounidenses desean tener el 
mismo acceso a la salud en Esta- 
dos Unidos deberán aumentar el 
número de médicos y enferme- 
ras que trabajan en el sistema sa- 
nitario. 

La Comisión Sullivan sobre 
Diversidad en la Fuerza Laboral 
indicó que los negros, los his- 
panos y los indígenas estadouni- 
denses constituyen 25 por ciento 
de los más de 280 millones de 
estadounidenses.

“Sabemos que hay mayores 
probabilidades de que los médi- 
cos, dentistas y enfermeras de 
las minorías presten servicios 
entre esas minorías y poblacio- 
nes que carecen de servicios mé- 
dicos”, señaló Sullivan en una 
declaración.

México (EFE) — La can- 
tante mexicana Gloria Trevi re- 
cuper6 la libertad después de ha- 
ber vivido casi cinco afios entre 
rejas en Brasil y México acusada 
de rapto y corrupción de menores 
junto con el productor Sergio 
Andrade y sus coristas. 

En sus primeras declaracio- 
nes a la prensa tras salir el pasado 
martes del penal de Chihuahua 
(norte de México) la cantante 
afirmó que es “absolutamente” 
inocente y está libre del senti- 
miento de venganza. 

“Existe lo que se llama la 
verdad jurídica y la verdad ver- 
dad, y en la verdad verdad to- 
davía soy mas inocente de lo que 
ya se pronunció un juez”, dijo la 
polémica cantante en unas decla- 
raciones a la cadena Televisa. 

“Soy un ser creativo, no soy 
un ser destructivo. Soy composi- 
tora, soy cantante y en lo único 
que pensaba cuando me dijeron 
que estaba absuelta fue en la ale- 
gría de mi madre diciéndole a mi 
hijo “mamá ya viene”, así que no 
tengo tiempo, sinceramente, para 
pensar en venganzas o en cosas 
que no me interesan”, añadió. 

La artista declaró que deja 
en el Penal de Chihuahua 
una parte importante de su cora- 
z6n, “porque yo voy a extrañar 
mucho a mis compañeras, por- 
que algunas personas las consi- 
deran asesinas, ladronas. No es 
así, como a veces lo pintan. Hay 
mucha gente inocente y muchas 
que cometieron errores, y éstas 
tienen derecho a una segunda 
oportunidad”. 

En ese sentido, Trevi pidió 


a sus seguidores que la acepten 
de nuevo como cantante. 

“Deben creer en las perso- 
nas que se redimen, yo me revo- 
lucioné (...) traigo ganas de co- 
merme el mundo como nunca”, 
afirmó. 

Desde primeras horas, del 
martes pasado familiares, ami- 
gos y medios de comunicación 
llegaron a la prisión de San Gui- 
llermo en Chihuahua para pre- 
senciar el desenlace de un trucu- 
lento caso que se ha resuelto con 
la absolución de Trevi y las ex 
coristas María Raquenel (“Mary 
Boquitas”) y Marlene Calderón. 

En una sesión cargada de 
tensión celebrada en la misma 
cárcel donde permanecía Trevi, 
el juez Javier Pineda declaró im- 
procedentes las acusaciones en 
contra de la cantante y sus dos 
ex coristas, y ordenó su absolu- 
ción de los cargos de rapto y vio- 
lación por falta de pruebas. 

Tras la decisión del juez hu- 
bo una gran ovación entre los 
presentes y decepción entre los 
demandantes, en especial de la 
también ex corista Karina Yapor, 
quien en julio de 2000 denunció 
los abusos de Sergio Andrade y 
destapó el caso. 

Yapor abandonó la sala de- 
sencantada al percatarse de que 
el fallo iba a ser favorable a la 
que fuera su ídolo en la niñez y 
adolescencia para convertirse 
luego en su enemiga, y dijo la- 
mentar que la justicia de Chihua- 
hua no cumpliese el cometido de 
preservar la ley. 

La acusación tiene cinco 
días para presentar un recurso de 
apelación.

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“Don Quijote” 
400th anniver- 
sary edition book 


Madrid (EFE) — The Spain’s 
Real Academia (Royal Academy of 
Language ) is preparing an inexpen- 
sive edition of Miguel de Cer- 
vantes’s “Don Quijote de la Man- 
cha” to commemorate the master- 
piece’s 400th anniversary. 

Some one million copies of the 
book, which will. sell at approxi- 
mately nine euros ($11) apiece, are 
slated to be printed, Spanish pub- 
lisher Santillana said Monday. 

The 400th anniversary hard- 
cover edition will have nearly 1,400 
pages printed on high-quality paper 
and include several literary studies, 
as well as a lengthy introduction by 
renowned Peruvian-Spanish author 
Mario Vargas Llosa entitled “A 
Novel for the 21st Century.” 

The special edition also con- 
tains a five-part study on the lan- 
guage of Cervantes and Don Qui- 
jote — early 17th-century Castillian 
— prepared by noted scholars and 
some 5,000 “very brief” footnotes 
to ease reading. 

A glossary containing 7,000 
words, expressions, proverbs and 
aphorisms rounds out the book, 
which was. first published in

New biography 
focuses on Miguel 
de Cervantes 


Madrid (EFE) — The lesser- 
known human side of the master 
of Spanish letters, Miguel de 
Cervantes, is explored in a new bi- 
ography by historian Alfredo Alvar 
Ezquerra. 

The nearly 500-page book, 
“Cervantes, genio y libertad” 
(Cervantes, Genius and Liberty), 
offers a detailed description of the 
life and personality of the legend- 
ary writer, whom Alvar describes 
as an “extraordinary, ordinary self- 
made man.” 

“Cervantes was a normal guy, 
with serious economic and rela- 
tionship problems,” Alvar said, 
while noting that the writer’s “con- 
stant will to prevail helped him get 
his writings in order, (even) with 
an unstable family and (while liv- 
ing) in a tumultuous society.” 

In describing the Spanish 
writer's numerous prison stays, his 
unremarkable career as a small- 
business man and his stint as a sol- 
dier, the historian provides a pic- 
ture of an individual who was 
largely self-taught. 

“Cervantes wrote about every- 
thing imaginable with the creative 
brilliance that characterized him. 
Alvar said Cervantes” master work 
Don Quijote de La Mancha, “de- 
scribes the life, hopes, dreams and 
failures” of complex individuals - 
like the protagonist - and those of 
simpler characters like the memo- 
rable Sancho Panza. 

Alzar reminds readers that 
Cervantes” Novelas Ejemplares 
(Exemplary Stories) demonstrate 
“his ability to convey the concerns 
of his time.” 

Cervantes, born in 1547 and 
believed to be a descendant of Jew- 
ish converts, was a man of many 
facets. But he will, of course, al- 
ways be best known for a period 
of prolific literary production from 
1604 until his death in 1616.s2 


Mexico's Museum of Anthropology going strong after four decades 


+ Mexico City (EFE) — Mexico's 
National Museum of Anthropology and 
History has amassed the most impor- 
tant collection of pre-Columbian art in 
the world since opening 40 years ago. 

The building’s architect, Pedro 
Ramírez, explained that the museum 
“remains relevant thanks to its flexibil- 
ity, which has allowed it to increase its 
collection to 60,000 pieces.” 

Ramírez, 85, recalled that when the 
museum opened on Sept. 17, 1964, it 
lacked pieces representing all pre- 
Columbian cultures, prompting arche- 
ologists to embark on several expedi- 
tions to round out the collection, 

Located in the Chapultepec Forest 
in Mexico City, the National Museum 
of Anthropology and History is now 
considered one of the top 10 museums 
in the world, with nearly 80,000 square 


meters (about 860,000 square feet) of 


covered and uncovered spaces. 
The building's Mexica (Aztec) 


Wing was conceived as “the museum's 
magnet” because that culture, from 
which the country took its mame, was 
predominant at the time of the Spanish 
conquest. 

“I left an open space and in the 
back you can see the Sun Stone (the 
Aztec calendar), which invites visitors 
to continue their trip,” Ramírez said. 

The room also, contains a mono- 
lith to the goddess Coatlicue and sculp- 
tures of Aztec gods. 

In addition to pieces from the Az- 
tec, Maya, Olmec, Zapotec and Toltec 
cultures, the museum also boasts works 
by Mexican painters José Chavez 
Morado and Rufino Tamayo, among 
others. 

The collection includes thousands 
of artifacts, human remains, religious 
items representing numerous creeds, 


jewelry, clothing and recreations of 


homes used by Mexico’s native inhab- 
itants.s> ,
